It is not strange that the constant harping on {he danger of 


disease germs should bring' to many a feeling [hat, the thing is 
being overdone. Proper precautions against sickness are al- 
ways in order, but the representation that germs infest about 
.everything we eat, drink, breathe or touch, and all to the great 
danger of our health, is becoming more or less tiresome to 
people who do not believe in living in terror or swallowing un- 
questioned all the theories of the health faddists. 
- Under the circumstances it is-refreshing when such a publk 
cation as Leslie's sees tit to "speak out in meeting" as it re- 


• cenlly did. . What it had to say was prompted by the decision 


of Uie United-States Public Health service against the wash- 
rag. 
"It must-follow the towel, the drinking cup, Ihejiair 


• brush and the habit of kissing," says Leslie's. "We knew it 


was coming. Next we expect that'an embargo will be placed 
on shaking hands and on the use of straps for the stand-ups, 
in street cars. 
After they have once been handled they will 


have trj be destroyed. There might be a wandering germ that 
would locate on somebody's palm, you know." . The publica- 
tion goes on to question welji'er with all our fads and fancies 
we are any healthier than our.ancestors, and whether we live 
longer or bring up any better children. 


Every sensible person believes that the subjects of health 


and disease should receive proper attention, and no one ques- 
licins the benefits of improved sanitation and general cleanli- 
ness on the part of the individual and the community. But 
it is .very much' of a question whether any good arises from 
the'xonstant chattering about (he'presence and danger of 
germs. 'If rules were to be enforced making it impossible for 
germs to be communicated from one person to another they 
would put an'end to civilization. 
It would be necessary for 


every individual to have a little world of his own or a shell into 
which he could draw like a turtle. 


.It is not necessary for the human race to so live, neither is 


it necessary that they should go through life in the constant 
fear of disease germs. In this fiild, as in the other activities of 
life, common sense is a pretty safe guide to follow, and those 
possessing this inestimable blessing will decline to be scared 
to death by the shouting of the germ brigade. 


It is consequently gratifying to hear a voice of protest here
